TUNIS (UPI). — The son of 
Tunisian President Habib Bour-

Coup failure blow to 
some Arab regimes

‘The emergence of Morocco’e Kinz 
Hassan as the victor in the after- 
math of the abortive coup d'etat 
was seen yesterday as an embaras- 
sing blow to a number of so-called 
“revolutionary” and “republican” 
Arab regimes, especially Libya, 
which on Saturday night rushed to 
proclaim its full support for the 
plotters. 

The failure of the coup was no 
less embarrassing to Egypt, whose 
state radio continued to broadcast 
the Rabat radio-transmitted anti- 
monarchial communiques until the 
latter interrupted its programme of 
martial music at 2.30 a.m. yesterday 
morning to address itself once again 
as “the broadcasting station of the 
Moroccan Kingdom.” 

_Evidently surprised by the resto- 
ration of the King’s authority, Cairo 


Radio yesterday changed its tone, si 


giving the official version of the 
news but at the same time high- 
Ughting the reports of continued 
resistance in Rabat. 

In Cairo, it was announced that 
Hessan Sabry el-Kholy, a personal 
envoy of President Anwar Sadat, will 
fly to Rabat today with a message 
to King Hassan, Cairo Radio sald 
last night. The radio did not divulge 
the contents of Sadat’s message. 

Mr. Sadat conferred separately 
yesterday with the Moroccan Am- 
bassador to Cairo, Mr. Abdel Latif 
VLaragi, and Libyan Interior Minis- 


ter el-Khoweilid el-Hemeydi, the 
Middi2 East News Agency said. 

The Egyptian newspapers, which 
appeared before the Moroccan King 
was reported safe, headlined the 
news that the army had taken over 
in Rabat. “Al-Ahram” printed a 
bold headline reading, “King Has- 
san Machinegunned and Republic 
Declared in Morocco.” 

Also was the attitude 

of neighbouring Algeria, whose Pre- 
sident Housri Boumedienne tele- 
phoned King Hassan to express his 
denunciation of the attempt on the 
Moroccan monarch's life. The Alge- 
rian President, who has been oa 
unfriendly terms with the Moroccan 
monarchy — especially over the 
disputed region of Tindouf — yes- 
terday sent ἃ special envoy to Mo- 
rocco, Sherif Bel-Kassem, for what 
wag termed as a fact-finding mis- 
on.

I/RABAT (AP). — The British Am- 
ἢ bassador to Morocco yesterday re- 


lated how he narrowly escaped 
jaeath at a diplomatic stag party 
that turned into a bloodbath in an 
unsuccessful coup to overthrow the 
Morocean monarchy. 

Ambassador Thomas Shaw gave u 
harrowing account of the five-hour 
ordeal of some 500 foreign diplo- 
mats and high Moroccan officials 
who attended the party in King 
Hassan’s summer palace on the 
Atlantic beach at Skhirat, 25 kms. 
south of Rabat. 

Mr. Shaw said army cadets in 

battle-dress mounted a 
successful attack on the palace be- 
cause they had been told that Kinz 
Hassan was a prisoner of .the as- 
sembled diplomats. As customary 
at diplomatic gatherings in this 
Mosiem nation, women were strictly 
excluded. 

Mr. Shaw said in an interview 
that the assailants “treated all of 
us very nastily for more than five 
hours, but when they saw the King 
they cheered him and the whole at- 
tack petered out.” He said he spent 
much of the time lying with his 
colleagues face down on the gravel 
outside the palace wall with his 
hands clasped behind his back. He 
‘was unhurt but said he saw scores 
of people wounded and heard 
continuous commanded volleys of 
firing inside the palace which led 
him to assume that some prisv- 
ners were being executed. 

Mr. -Shaw said he did not see 
these executions himself nor did he 
see how Belgian Ambassador Mar- 
cel Duprat and three Moroccan gen- 
erals lost their lives. ᾿ 

"Ἐξ all started at about 2.45 p.m.” 
the Ambassador said. “I had just 
finiahed my smoked salmon by the 
swimming pool in the palace court- 
yard. Together with the Swedisk 
Ambassador I wandered over and 
chatted briefly with the King who 
was sitting under a tent. 

“While we were there, the fire- 
works started. We paid no atten- 


tion because we thought it was. 


part of the celebration. Then we 
noticed the Moroccan guests getting 
very excited and suddenly bullets 


were whizzing ail around us. Back 
at the. swimming pool I found the 
Yugoslav Ambassador, who had lonz 
partisan experience in World War

¢hair over his head. so I lay down 
beside him and did likewise. — 
“Then I saw a hand. come 
flying aver the wall and land with- 
in 20 yards of us, but fortunately 
it did not explode.

Mr. Shaw said he did not see 
what happened to the King. at this 
stage. After he had lain beside the 
Yugoslav Ambassador for about 40 
minutes the troopa herded everyone 
outside the palace and made theni 
stand in rows of three in the brol- 
tng sun with their hands up in the 


“We were being shoved about 
very roughly,” Mr. Shaw sak “IT 
got a very sharp crack on my el- 
bow with a rifle butt whenI let my 
hands down for a minute. ἕ 

CRUSH LIGHTERS 
“They didn't take any money but 
took such things as gold 
cigarette lighters, threw them on 
the ground and crushed them under 
their boots as though they didn't 
like anything that smacked of 
Inxury.” . 

‘The troops seemed ill-disciplined 
and unsure of themselves and 
marched the prisoners from one 
place to another without apparent 
aim. “One ‘French diplomat in 
front of me got a bullet in his 
leg but this didn’t make any 
difference. They shoved us here and 
there, the wounded along with 
everyone else, always with our 
hands in the alr, They were a very 
nasty ‘crowd indeed.” 

For more than an hour the priso- 
ners lay face down, but then the 
soldiers relaxed and al- 
lowed the diplomats a drink of 
water. “Finally the King appeared. 
It must have been about 7 p.m 
Be was unhurt and as far as 1 
could see, was free. The soldiers 
eheered when they saw. him and 
shouted, ‘Long live the King’,” Mr. 
Shaw vaid. He estimated the num- 
ber of troops involved at about 250.

Menehem Ya’acobi, 54, was con- 
victed by Judge Hadassah Ben-Ito, 
who pointed out the seriousness of 
his crime despite the fact that “no 
violence was used.” 

Mrs. Ben-Ito, in passing judg- 
ment, noted that “there is no doubt 
that when a woman is sleeping, in 
her own home, in her own bed, and 
she wakes up to find that ‘what is 
happening is happening,’ the effect 
on her can be grave — no less 
grave than if she had been violently 
raped.” 

Ya’acobi said in his defence thac 
he was “an old man and not dan- 
gerous. I am a family man — 
have a wife and children. 1 am ἃ 
war invalid. All I ask from the 
Court is that I receive a suspended 
sentence for the rest of my life.” 
He promised the Court that he 
would not repeat whet he had done 


The prosecutor asked that Ya’a- 
cobi be regarded as a chronic sex 
offender and a public menace.

fatal hit-run 
driver loses 
licence for life 


The High Court of Criminal Ap- 
peals yesterday suspended for life 
the driver’s Hcence of a lorry dri- 
ver who knocked down and fatally 
injured ἃ six-year-old boy, and — 
after getting out of his cab to sce 
what happened — drove on without 
giving ‘him ald. 


The court partially allowed . an 
appeal by ‘the State against the 
sentence imposed by Nazareth Dis- 
trict Court Judge B. Hawarl on 
Omar Yussef Taha. Taha wes sen- 
tenced to suspension of his licence 
for three years, a six-month sus- 
pended prison term and a fine of 
111,500. 

The Court of Appeals said the 
offence was particularly grave in 
view of the fact that the accident 
was caused by the defendant's 
negligence and because the victim 
was a child. It therefore banned 
Taha from driving for life, and 
sald the suspended prison term 
would be activated if he commits 
any crime within ‘three years. 

The court, consisting of Justices 
Landau, Cohn and Many, said it 
would have sent Taha to prison 
were it not that his wife is now in 
ihe sixth month of pregnancy and 
that at the tlme of the offence she 
‘waa in hospital with a heart ail-

Fishermen ask 
Gov’t support to 
ensure manpower 


᾿ Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HaAIrA. — The Fishermen's Union 
Council, which held its annual 
meeting here yesterday, called on 


the Government to “take uncooven- and 


tional measures” to provide new 
manpower for the fleet, 
which is suffering from “a creeplog 
loss of its crews.” 

At the same tima it stressed that, 
despite the serious manpower 
shortage, the country’s fisheries and 
fish breeders are supplying 90 per 
cent of the local demand for ‘fish. 

The 100 delegates, representing 
500 fishermen-boat owners and the 
fishing companies, called on the 
Government to protect the industry 
from competing imports and thus to 
enact “liberalizations” to enable 
it to become more profitable and 
thus assure its manpower needa. 
They appealed to the Treasury to 
cance] the import duties on fishing 
boats and motors which cannot be 
made in Israel, in order to make 
possible the development of the. 
fishing fleet and the replacement 
of older, outdated vessels. 

Union secretary Dov Schmids 
told Zhe Post that they had also 
called on the security authorities 
to cancel the limitations on fishing 
operations in the open sea, off Is- 
rael’s coast.

HAIFA. — The ongoing U.S. eco- 
nomic recession and cutback in re- 
search and scientific activities has 
started to affect Israel’s , science- 
based industries, whicli' have been 
growing by leaps and bounds dur- 
ing the past several years, The Pust 

learned last night. 

Mr. Uzia Galil, managing director 
of Elron Hlectronics Ltd., confirmed 
that one of its subsidiaries, ἘΠῚ, 
which designs and manufactures 
small computera and computer sys- 
tems, has laid off “several dozen" 
of its 400 employees. They include 
engineers, technicians and produc- 
tion-line employees. 

Elnit is jointly owned by Elron 
the American Control Data 
firm. It has been growing steadily 
for the past five years, expanding 
and taking on new staff every year. 

He stressed that the trimming of 
the staff was the reault of “conso- 
Udatlon of development plans.” He 
confirmed that Elbit has had to cut 
back its exports, mainly to the U.S., 
due to the receasion there; but he 
added that “we have plans for lar- 
ger exports of computers and 
tems to the U.S. in the future.” 

Mr, Galil noted that some of those 
laid off were transferred to another 
Hlron subsidiary, Blscint, which pro- 
duces scientific systems, and that 
all the rest had found other jobs 
without difficulty. “No one was left 
unemployed,” he said. 

He added that it was “natural' 


‘for consolidation to be affected after 


years of growth He stressed that 
the lay-offs "do not point to further 
cutbacks,” and ‘that development 
and export plans were promising.
